Town Warrant. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Ossipee, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town-hall in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon to act on the following - 
subjects: 


1. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for decorating the graves of 
soldiers. 


2. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways 
in summer. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the breaking of highways in 
winter. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs and construc- 
tion of bridges, and to pay on toward the indebtedness 
on the Pine River Bridge. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the destruction of gipsy 
moths and white pine blister. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for defraying town expenses. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one thousand five hundred sixty-four 
dollars and fifty cents ($1,564.50) in order to receive 
three hundred ninety-one from the State. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one thousand dollars for State Aid 
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maintenance, in order to receive from the State one 
thousand five hundred dollars. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of three thousand dollars for trunk line 
maintenance in order to receive from the State nine 
thousand dollars. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to improve the pocket road. 

11. To see if the town will vote to use the income 
from the Robert Pike legacy for the care and main- 
tenance of the town cemetery. 

12. To see if the town will vote to sell the school- 
house property at Foge’s Ridge, ate to choose a com- 
mittee to make the sale. 

13. To see if the town will vote to exempt from 
local taxation all the property of the Ossipee Water and 
Electric Company for a term of ten years from April 
1,1921. In consideration that the town auditors shall 
have a right to audit the books of said Company, and 
that all net earnings over six per cent. annually, of the 
Company, shall be paid to the town Treasurer, to be 
used by said town in such ways as a vote of the town 
may direct. | 

14. To bring in your ballots, whether the altera- 
tions and amendments to the Constitution as proposed 
by the Constitutional Convention, held January 28, 
1921, shall be approved. 

15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes and 
to allow them to make a discount for early payment of 
taxes. 

16. To choose one selectman for one year, one 
selectman for two years, one selectman for three years, 
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also to choose Town Clerk, Treasurer, highway agents, 
auditors and all other officers and agents for the year 
ensuing. 

17. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The year 1920 has been an unusual one in the his- 


tory of the Ossipee Public Library. 


In July, the Li- 


brary was moved to new quarters in the Community 
House, three rooms having been provided for this pur- 


pose. 


They occupy one whole end of the Community House, 
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downstairs, and have been fitted up with new oak book- 
cases. A more agreeable home for our Library could 
not be found. The rooms are centrally located, pro- 
vided with electric lights, and heat, all at no expense 
to the town. | | 

To better accommodate the public, the Library is 
kept open every Monday evening, as well as Saturday 
afternoons. 

It will be noted that we receive only $77.70 from the 
town. This is all the money available for the expenses 
of the Library, including the purchase of new books. 
After paying the salary of the Librarian, a very small 
sum remains for books and magazines. 

In order to build up our Library, we must have the 
assistance of private individuals. We thank those who 
have contributed books this year, and feel sure there 
are others who will be glad to give books and maga- 
zines, now that we have better facilities. 

At the beginning of the year, we had approximately 
1000 volumes. We have purchased 65 volumes, in- 
cluding two sets of encyclopedia, and the following

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Report of Supsrintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 


GENTLEMEN: Your Superintendent has the honor 
to submit the following report for your consideration. 

The New Educational Law contains the following 
provision: “The school board of every district shall 
provide standard elementary schools for at least thirty- 
six weeks in each year at such places in the district as 
will best serve the interests of education and give to all 
pupils within the district as nearly equal advantages as 
are practicable.” Previous to the passage of this act 
there was no minimum legal school year; the number of 
weeks required for state aid was thirty, and thirty-six 
districts failed to maintain their schools for even thirty 
weeks. Consequently, when the New Law proposed a 
uniform school year for urban and rural children, 
many people expressed their belief that a school year in 
rural districts of thirty-six weeks was impossible, and 
that permanently country children must be given less 
schooling than those living in villages and cities. Last 
year was certainly an admirable one to test out 
whether or not sparsely settled towns like Ossipee 
would be able to maintain their schools the full thirty- 
six weeks. The prevalence of sickness and much severe 
weather during the winter contributed to make inroads 
upon school attendance, and one of the outlying schools 
had to be closed for two weeks during the worst period 
of the winter, but with this one exception and three 
days lost on account of storms, all the schools kept to 
their schedules and closed together on June 18, with an 
average per cent. of attendance of 92, and the names of 
74 pupils on the Honor Roll. This is an excellent 
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showing, and your Superintendent wishes to congratu- 
late the parents and teachers who made it possible. 

‘During the first eleven weeks of the school yeor ten 
schools were being operated. At the end of that time, 
however, it seemed wise to close the one at Duncan 
Lake,—as it had been reduced in size to six pupils,— 
and transport these pupils to Ossipee. This was ac- 
cordingly done, and is being done at the present time. 

We are fortunate in having so large a proportion of 
our teachers who may be considered as fairly perma- 
nent. It is very advantageous to keep a good teacher 
in the same school for a period of years. It is dis- 
tinctly unfortunate to be obliged to change teachers in 
any school during the year, and this happened in but 
one Ossipee school last year. At the end of the school 
year, the resignations of Miss Edith O. Webber and 
Miss Annie B. Harmon, two of our most efficient 
teachers, were received. Miss Webber had taught at 
the Center Ossipee School with marked success, and 
her decision to leave the school was a cause of regret to 
all of those who were directly interested in its welfare. 
She accepted a more lucrative position in the Wolfboro 
district. Miss Harmon had served for one and one- 
half years in a capable and conscientious manner at the 
Water Village School. She is teaching this year at 
South Eaton, a school not far distant from her home in 
Madison. To provide for the first of these vacancies 
two transfers were made; Miss Helen Colomy was 
transferred from the Moultonville to the Center Ossipee 
School and Miss Helen Pearl from the Valley to the 
Moultonville School. Mrs. Ethel Ciccolo accepted the 
position at the Valley, and Miss Frances Shortridge the 
one at Water Village. The other five schools retained 
the same taechers as last year. 
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In my last report I stated briefly the minimum 
standards which governed the approval of school- 
houses, and suggested the need of suitable repairs and 
alterations for several of them. The sum of $800 was 
appropriated for this purpose at the last annual school 
meeting, and by means of it many improvements were 
made during the summer. The interior—walls and 
ceiling—of the the West Ossipee, Ossipee Valley and 
Moultonville Schools, were painted. Several additional 
windows to provide a sufficient lighting area were 
placed in the Valley School. The toilets at the Ossipee 
School were put into a proper and sanitary condition 
and numerous other repairs of a lesser nature were 
made in the different schoolhouses. 

The law governing transportation is as follows :— 

“The district shall furnish transportation to all 
pupils below the ninth grade who live more than two 
miles from the school to which they are assigned.— 
Pupils who are to be transported may be required to 
walk any reasonable part, not exceeding one mile, of 
the distance from their homes to the school.” In ac- 
eordance with the above provisions, four transporta- 
tion routes are being operated, one from the Mountain 
district to the Valley School in charge of W. R. El- 
dridge; another from Chickville to the Mountainview 
and Center Ossipee Schools in charge of Fred E. Bean; 
another from the Duncan Lake district to the Ossipee 
School in charge of Stephen J. Gaudette; and the last 
from Leighton’s Corner to the Granite School in charge 
of Mrs. A. J. Hamm. In the last two cases several 
pupils are transported who live within the two-mile 
limit, but this is done through the courtesy of those 
doing the transporting and is not subject to an extra 
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charge. The general item for transportation is large, 
but in no case is it more than half the cost of main- 
taining a school at the points from which the trans- 
porting is done. 


The State Board of Education has made certain 
regulations concerning the Health and Physical Wel- 
fare of pupils. One provision states that the school 
board shall employ a school physician or a school nurse 
or school nurses, who shall make not less than one an- 
nual examination of pupils, note and record their 
physical condition, together with diseases and defects, 
including dental defects, notify teachers and parents, 
and with the aid of teachers and superintendents labor 
to secure remedial treatment when necessary. Dr. E. 
W. Hodsdon was accordingly appointed school physi- 
cian, and during the spring term of last year he visited 
all of the schools and made an examination of the 
children. A table at the end of this report gives an 
analysis of the results. Where serious defects were 
found the parents were notified, and in a few cases 
treatment was secured. The examination was certain- 
ly worth more than the cost, but the need of follow-up 
work, to a greater extent than the doctor, teacher or 
superintendent can carry it, should be recognized. 

It is only the exceptional teacher who can take the 
place of a textbook. The most important single thing 
that a pupil is taught is reading, and reading requires 
many books. Good work cannot be done without them. 
In common with most other commodities the prices of 
textbooks and scholars’ supplies have been very high 
during the past year, and thus far have shown no sign 
of declining. State aid on these items is allowed at a 
fixed sum per pupil. This sum, especially in the case 
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of textbooks, is relatively small, but sufficient if 
economy is wisely applied, and I believe that this 
economy can be made a fact if the parents and teachers 
will co-operate. As a matter of general policy, school 
books should remain in the schoolroom. The schools 
are unable to serve as libraries. ‘There is ample time 
during the school day for the pupil to accomplish regu- 
lar school work, if his time is properly occupied, which 
in itself is a part of his training. The period of useful- 
ness of any book depends upon the care it receives. 
By care a book used daily ‘may be serviceable for a 
number of years. On the other hand, through care- 
lessness it may need to be discarded at the end of a year 
or two. If the parent will be zealous to implant in the 
child’s mind a wholesome respect for all things that 
are of service, and the teacher exercises a wise watch- 
fulness over the child’s habits of study in the school- 
room, a plentiful supply of books is assured. 

During the past few months there has been much 
discussion concerning the possibility of a High School 
for the town of Ossipee. From a purely academic 
point of view, such a school, especially a Junior High 
School, carrying a course of study two years beyond 
that of the elementary schools, would offer many ad- — 
vantages and deserves recommendation. It would 
doubtless be a means of giving a group of our children 
a longer schooling period, and the long daily ride on 
the train to Milton or Wolfboro would be avoided for 
that period of time. From the standpoint of business 
policy at this time, two questions present them- 
selves: can the matter of location be adjusted 
satisfactorily, and can the cost of maintenance be met 
without too great hardship upon the taxpayers? These 
things are for the townspeople to decide. But this 
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question is associated with another and more pressing 
one, which concerns a building for the Mountainview 
school. The present quarters of the school are tempo- 
rary, and the location is entirely inadequate. There is 
no opportunity near the school for a playground for the 
pupils. They must be turned out into the street, which 
is a dangerous place for a playground. A new build- 
ing for this school is very much needed; and some pro- 
vision for it should soon be made. It might help 
towards a solution of this problem if the committee 
appointed at the annual meeting of 1919 to consider 
the matter of a new school building could report their 
conclusions at the coming annual meeting of the school 
district. 

As the school year begins September Ist and ends 
August 31st of the following year, the appended tables 
of the List of Teachers, School Attendance, Grammar 
School Graduates and the Honor Roll, have to do with 
the year ending August 31, 1920. I trust that this 
year may prove a prosperous one for our schools.

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


SCHOOL ADMISSION 

No child will be admitted to the first grade who has 
not attained the age of five years on the date of opening 
school in September. Pupils are admitted to this 
grade only at the beginning of the school year, unless 
they have been in attendance at some other school. 
The age of compulsory attendance is eight years, so 
that any child whose eighth birthday falls between the 
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opening and closing of the school year must enter at 
the beginning of the school year. On the other hand, 
any child not included in the preceding statement, at- 
tending school between the ages of five and eight years, 
must be in regular attendance; otherwise he may be 
dismissed from school for the remainder of the school 
year at the discretion of the Superintendent. 
DISCHARGE CARDS 

A pupil desiring admission to school, in any grade 
above the first, should bring a discharge card from the 
school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a dis- 
charge card on the days of his last attendance. -
